Documentation filed by Applicant on 09/11/06 have been entered. 

Response to Amendment /Arguments 

2. Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 09/11/06 have 
been fully considered and they are found persuasive. 

3. The rejection of claims 1-24 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipate by Bunyard et al . , US 2004/0058600 Al 
(hereinafter "Bunyard" ) is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipate by Chang et al . , US 2003/0032352 Al (hereinafter 
"Chang") . Chang teaches a method of preparing an effective ion- 
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sensitive or triggable cationic polymer suitable for use in 
flushable or water-dispersible personal care products. See 
Chang, ffl 0015-0030. Chang further teaches that the cationic 
polymer can be prepared in mixed solvent solution of water and 
acetone. See Chang, 0026. Chang further teaches heating the 
solvent solution and mixing solvent solution with various 
cationic monomers and hydrophobic monomers under free radical 
conditions. See Chang, 0017-0028. Chang further teaches 
removal of excess solvent. See Chang, Examples 1-3. Thus Chang 
anticipates 1-24.
